Violent Crime Continues 
To Decline in Franklin Park

In a city council worksession 
on December 4 at the Franklin 
Park Leasing Center, Greenbelt 
Police Chief Richard Bowers 
noted that there has been a lower 
crime rate in the complex and 
his department believes that the 
continuing close collaboration 
between the police and Franklin 
Park is a key factor. 

Overall, the totals are the 
classes of crime reported to the 
FBI for 2019 1s down 13 percent. 
Eight crimes are reported to the 
FBI: murder and non-negligent 
homicide, rape, robbery, aggra- 
vated assault, burglary, motor 
vehicle theft, larceny-theft and 
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arson. Comprehensive 2019 city 
annual statistics will be released 
early in 2020 and then summa- 
rized in this newspaper. 

This year, Franklin Park had 
no homicides and a 50 percent 
decrease in robberies after a spike 
in this class of crime the year be- 
fore. (The homicide on Ivy Lane 
is included in the Franklin Park 
sector for reporting purposes but 
was unrelated to the complex.) 

It was noted that burglaries 
have traditionally been a large 
factor in the crime statistics but 
they are down 40 percent in the 
last year. Credit goes to the com- 
munity’s management staff who 
are doing a great job of screening 
applicants, and to the alertness of

The idea was born from the 1979 
city council election. Herling, 
then a resident of the Springhill 
Lake Apartments (now Franklin 
Park), was encouraged to run for 
council to represent another part 
of the city. 

Herling recalled his father say- 
ing that behind the screen at the 
movie theater was a stage that 
had been used by the Greenbelt 
Players early in the city’s history. 
Having been an avid supporter 
of the arts, Herling saw an op- 
portunity to create a venue for 
cultural events that would “bring 
people together from the entire 
community working together on 
a common endeavor.” Addition- 
ally, utilizing a building that had 
been vacant for three years would 
help revitalize the town center. 
This became a platform on his

Hosts New Zoning Overview 
by Chad Williams 


On October 23, 2018, the 
Prince George’s County Council 
adopted a new Zoning Ordinance 
and new Subdivision Regula- 
tions for Prince George’s County. 
As part of the ongoing County- 
wide Map Amendment project, a 
new Neighborhood Conservation 
Overlay Zone (NCOZ) 1s being 
prepared for the portion of the 
City of Greenbelt that is cur- 
rently classified in the Residential 
Planned Community (R-P-C) 
Zone. 

This part of Greenbelt includes 
the historic residential coopera- 
tive, the Roosevelt Center, Green- 
belt Library, Community Center, 
the forest preserve, Buddy Attick 
Lake Park and homes and apart- 
ments near the historic core. 

The purpose of the NCOZ 
is to protect and preserve the 
unique development features and 
character of established neighbor- 
hoods throughout the county and 
to promote new development that 
is compatible with the existing 
neighborhood character. Muini- 
mum criteria for the designation 
of an NCOZ are established in 
the new Zoning Ordinance; these 
will be addressed in a Green- 
belt neighborhood study that 
specifies the development context. 
The Greenbelt NCOZ will also 
include development standards 
specific to historic Greenbelt; 
should the Greenbelt NCOZ be 
approved, the standards will regu- 
late development, redevelopment 
and building alterations in the 
zone. 

The Prince George’s County 
Planning Department will hold 
an initial community meeting on 
Tuesday, December 17 from 7 to 
9 p.m. in the Multipurpose Room 
in the Community Center.

standpoint. 

The opening on December 
8, 1979, included classic films, 
dance, music, visual arts and 
even a Gong Show. 

The arts center moved after 
June 30, 1988, when the rent 
tripled, to other locations such as 
Mishkan Torah, Capitol College, 
Springhill Lake Recreation Center 
and the city council chambers. 

In the fall of 1993, the current 
location, a former realty office, 
was obtained, through the efforts 
of Marie Tousignant. The first 
event there was in December 
1993, with a production of The 
Lion’s Den. 

Said Herling, “I hope that one 
day Greenbelt will have a new 
performing arts center that will 
offer an even wider range of arts 
opportunities for the community.” 

GAC President Win Britt ex- 
pressed pride over what has been 
accomplished over GAC’s 40 
years, and said that this year 
has been “plenty successful” all 
around. Yet, he also remarked 
on the challenges of selling live 
theater in a world dominated 
by online media. He said he is 
“looking to the next 10 years” 
to not only increase audiences 
and community participation, but 
to modernize the GAC facility. 
Britt sees the future in youth 
involvement in both shows and 
audiences, and GAC now offers 
lower ticket prices for kids and 
students. More community out- 
reach and more sold-out shows, 
such as the current production, 
rank high on his list of goals. 

All of the cast of The Phan- 
tom Tollbooth expressed pride 
and excitement about being part 
of the 40-year milestone. Direc- 
tor Jon Gardner was “happy to 
be part of it” and pleased by 
the abundance of energy this

and robbery, though, have a 70 
percent solution rate. He noted 
that such crimes have an inher- 
ent victim involved from whom 
information is often available, but 
vehicle crimes, which are more 
numerous, are more difficult and 
time-consuming to solve because 
they are generally committed 
when nobody is around to see. 

It was noted that, unfortunate- 
ly, vehicle crimes are a serious 
concern in the city and are run- 
ning much the same as in previ- 
ous years and that the resources 
that must be used to solve them 
are significant. 

It was also noted that there 
has been a significant increase in 
calls for service related to mental 
health and suicide crises. To re- 
spond to this, the department is 
upgrading the training its officers 
receive on how to respond most 
effectively to these situations; the 
first such training takes place this 
month. 

No Gang Activity 

When questions came up 
about possible gang activity, 
Franklin Park’s Denise Knight 
responded that there has been 
no evidence of gang activity in 
the complex, but there had been 
some concern that some gang 
members might live there. She 
described how Franklin Park 
had engaged in a collaborative 
activity with city police and the 
Prince George’s County gang 
unit earlier this year, which was 
successful in identifying and 
removing individuals of concern 
who were not on the lease of the 
apartment in which they resided. 
Knight noted that the MS-13 tip 
line information has been shared 
by the Greenbelt police online 
and is available to management. 

Community Policing 

Officer Carlos Torres has been 
the Franklin Park community 
police officer for seven years. He 
said that he finds the manage- 
ment helpful and noted that they 
are very concerned about safety 
in the complex. Torres responded 
to questions from bike-oriented 
Councilmember Emmett Jordan 
on bike patrols. He said that 
Franklin Park is patrolled on 
bikes when the weather is good 
enough and that the younger 
children, in particular, were im- 
pressed by their bike gear. In 
fact, on the first day of school, 
bike officers in full bike regalia 
were at the elementary school 
to greet the students as they re- 
turned from summer vacation. He

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also noted that walking patrols 
and a golf cart are used to bring 
police officers into closer contact 
with residents and enable them to 
reach into the inner courtyard ar- 
eas away from automotive access. 

A number of questions from 
residents centered on safety in 
the complex, with some specific 
requests to attend to dark patches, 
trees blocking lights and other 
concerns relating to overall se- 
curity; these were duly noted by 
management for action. Head 
of Maintenance Mark Pauley 
confirmed that the number of 
security cameras has been in- 
creased, but noted that they are 
mostly focused on high traffic 
areas such as laundry buildings. 
He confirmed that they are not 
as prevalent in the areas close to 
residential buildings. 

Torres now has direct access 
on his computer to the camera 
feeds, which he noted was very 
helpful. He can be out on pa- 
trol and immediately view each 
camera in real time. Maintenance 
staff on duty in the evenings and 
mornings now check on a regular 
basis that security lights are on 
at night.

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An Encouraging Franklin Park 
Worksession with the Council 


The Greenbelt City Council 
met to hear almost all good news 
at its December 4 worksession 
with Franklin Park. Held in the 
festively decorated leasing center, 
an informal conversation provided 
some encouraging statistics on 
the Franklin Park community. 

Franklin Park Manager Denise 
Knight led the team from Frank- 
lin Park, there in force to answer 
questions and describe their ac- 
tivities. She noted that this year 
has been the management com- 
pany’s most successful yet at this 
site, with Franklin Park boasting 
94 percent occupancy on average. 
Retention, which refers to tenants 
who stay after their initial year’s 
tenancy, 1s at 70 percent. This is 
high for a rental community. This 
is good news for the city as a 
whole because the more stable a 
population, the less problem there 
is with crime. (See separate story 
on security and safety topics.) 

Knight, in response to ques- 
tions, stated that there was no 
increase in rental rates from the 
year before. It is not an industry 
practice to incentivize people to 
stay; that is, there’s no lower- 
ing of rent after the first year 
to encourage retention. Instead, 
people stay for a variety of rea- 
sons but good quality of life is 
a significant factor. Ultimately, a 
higher retention rate implies that 
residents are happier with their 
residency, which may mean dif- 
ferent things to different people. 

Councilmember Silke Pope 
said that she, as a teacher in 
Springhill Lake Elementary 
School, has seen the effect of 
this increasing stability with more 
children staying at the school 
throughout their elementary edu- 
cation. 

Councilmember Judith Davis 
asked whether Franklin Park of- 
fered shared housing, meaning 
that an apartment was rented to 
more than one lessee. Knight 
responded that they did not and 
also stated that they required all 
people in the unit to be named 
on the lease, including when 
families were sharing the apart- 
ment. Furthermore, 10 percent 
of the units were rented by indi- 
viduals or families with housing 
vouchers. Franklin Park did not 
use a quota system for vouchered 
residents. 

Several questions centered 
around the ongoing upgrade of 
apartments. Knight commented 
that they were happy to see a 
good many individuals who had 
been there for 5, 10 or even 20 
years. She said that upgrades 
to these classic apartments (of 
which there are about 500) were

offered to residents. However, 
the upgrades (for example, new 
kitchens or bathrooms) are ac- 
companied by a rent increase. 
Very few of the townhouses are 
still categorized as classic. 
Recreation Facilities 

Council presented a set of 
photographs of rundown play- 
ground equipment and recre- 
ational facilities. The photographs 
included a tennis court without 
a net, basketball courts with no 
basket, fractured asphalt and play 
equipment with peeling paint 
and poor surfacing. They also 
observed that the map provided 
by Franklin Park showed more 
playgrounds than actually exist. 

Knight responded that the 
management team was working 
on revamping some areas in 2020 
based on a survey of residents’ 
desires, including conversion of 
the tennis court to other uses and 
additional basketball and soccer 
facilities. 

In response to questions 
about swimming pools, Knight 
said that although they have 
two swimming pools, one has 
significant maintenance issues 
and has not been open for the 
last two years. No final deci- 
sion on it has been made. 
She also pointed out that the map 
shown was part of the original 
plans for the community and not 
all the playgrounds on it were 
built. This map is no longer on 
the Franklin Park website. 

The Recreation Department is 
preparing feedback on suggested 
plans for Franklin Park to rectify 
some of these concerns and coun- 
cil encouraged Franklin Park to 
work closely with the department 
to coordinate. 

Maintenance 

Franklin Park is fully licensed 
after passing inspections and 
complying with code enforcement 
requirements. It was a four-month 
process that required the city’s 
two inspectors to inspect and re- 
inspect. Councilmember Edward 
Putens remarked that everybody 
did a great job and that it was 
the first time Franklin Park has 
had a license for two years in 
a row. 

Davis remarked that in the

past maintenance requests took a 
long time. Franklin Park Head of 
Maintenance Mark Pauley said 
they attempt to respond to calls 
within 24 to 48 hours and have 
upgraded their maintenance staff. 
He feels his current crew is the 
best yet. 

Both Davis and Pope asked 
about windows and particularly 
about window guards to prevent 
children from falling out. Knight 
responded that they have been 
steadily increasing the numbers 
of window guards and childproof 
window locks, having gone from 
1,000 to 2,000 windows protected 
in the last year. They prioritized 
apartments where children reside. 

Franklin Park now has a dedi- 
cated onsite pest control com- 
pany and the situation regarding 
infestation has improved over the 
last two years. They have an es- 
calation approach that can go all 
the way from an initial spraying 
to pulling out cabinets and appli- 
ances if less stringent measures 
are ineffective. 

Animal Control 

There was much discussion on 
dog facilities, with Pope support- 
ing inclusion of a possible dog 
park and the provision of poop 
stations. Knight said that they re- 
cently raised their rent surcharge 
to have a dog from $30 to $45 
per month, which 1s still less than 
average, plus an upfront $300 
nonrefundable fee to cover poten- 
tial damage. There is no weight 
restriction on dogs, but there is a 
breed restriction. 

She remarked that previous 
experiments with dog poop sta- 
tions were not successful because 
they were misused and the plastic 
bags taken but said a new initia- 
tive combined with community 
education might be a possibility 
in the future. Residents con- 
cerned about feral cats were re- 
ferred to the city’s animal control 
department for assistance with 
capture, spay and neuter services. 

Recycling 

Concerns on recycling facili- 
ties included a statement by resi- 
dents that Franklin Park needs to 
be more recycling-friendly with

Working on Thanksgiving is not 
a human rights violation. 

The Co-op grocery store is 
trying to stay afloat and adding a 
few extra hours for people who 
need last-minute items for the 
biggest eating day of the year 
makes sense. Instead of pub- 
licly bashing the store, we need 
to encourage people to shop at 
the Co-op. Greenbelt and the 
Roosevelt Center would not be 
the same if it didn’t have a gro- 
cery store. The Co-op is a huge 
part of what makes Greenbelt 
great! 

People who regularly shop at 
Giant or Safeway should give the 
Co-op a try. I shop for a family 
of five and I get everything I 
need at the Co-op. The selection 
is surprisingly large for the size 
of the store. The meat and deli 
products are excellent, bakery 
items are fresh and the selection 
of items like protein bars, cheeses 
and prepared foods is great. The 
produce is not 100 percent reli- 
able, as is true for most stores, 
but I go into the store with an 
open mind and I make selections 
based on the things that look 
good, not what’s on my list. The 
lines are rarely long and when 
they are the staff responds by 
adding more cashiers — some- 
thing that never happens at other 
stores. The staff is helpful and 
friendly and I can get in and out 
with a week’s worth of groceries 
in under an hour. 

The idea that the Co-op “has 
no reason to stay in business” if 
it doesn’t have perfect organic 
produce is elitist. Most people

Trot Fairly? 

Re: Dec 5, Greenbelt’s Gobble 
Wobble: A Fun Run Before the 
Feast 

Perhaps I should have com- 
peted in the 5K run, but I would 
have lost because I am a senior. 

If I had been 50 years younger 
and had run the race in the short- 
est time, I would have been the 
first-place winner, but I would 
have felt guilty because of the 
hundred or so competitors who 
would have had zero chance of 
winning. 

I understand that it would take 
(historically unfunded by Green- 
belt) technology, expertise and 
staffing to calculate and assign to 
each runner a handicap number, 
so that the 5K race would be fair 
to all ages — male and female. 

But such a system is already 
in use in the Dipsea Race, www. 
dipsea.org/. 

I believe that use of this sys- 
tem would result in persons of all 
ages doing more to improve their 
own health via exercising. Some 
would even improve their diets in 
order to improve their run times. 

A temporary, cheap way of 
managing these races would be 
to not declare any winners, but to 
provide each competitor only her/ 
his time measurement. 

Given that a handicap-cal- 
culated race could result in an 
adult-driven 9-year-old becoming 
a winner, I would suggest that no 
person be allowed to compete if 
he/she has not yet reached a pre- 
determined age at which he/she 
would have reached appropriate 
physical maturity. Some mature 
more slowly, so a safety margin 
should be built in.

recycling bins wherever there is 
a trash bin. A resident said she 
had to go much further to deposit 
her recyclables. Pauley noted 
that recycling was a problem 
because often children took out 
the trash and didn’t understand 
the difference. Franklin Park was 
recommended to contact the city 
recycling coordinator Luisa Ro- 
bles, who has information and 
materials. 
Parking Enforcement 

A resident complained that 
when he arrives home from work 
late at night, there’s nowhere for 
him to park and suggested as- 
signed parking. Knight responded 
that, on the whole, the benefits of 
unassigned parking outweighed 
the drawbacks, as it offered more 
flexibility. The towing company 
is assiduous in removing illegally 
parked cars and Knight encour- 
aged residents to report double- 
or illegally parked vehicles to the 
towing company. 

Corporate Priorities 

Gail Comfort, regional man- 
ager for Franklin Park, explained 
that local management presents 
its priorities to the corporate 
owners, who then select which 
will be accomplished. In the 
next round, additional window 
replacements and recreational 
facilities are among the items to 
be evaluated. Roofs, parking lots 
and hallways are always being 
renewed in rotation. 

When the owners took over 
Franklin Park, the plan was first 
to tackle dilapidated building in- 
teriors. This is now mostly done 
and they are moving on to the 
exteriors. Hallways, for example, 
are being refurbished in order of 
their state of repair and will then 
become part of an ongoing cycle 
of renewal over time. 

Census 

Davis emphasized the impor- 
tance of a complete census count 
so that federal money can flow to 
the community. Every missed res- 
ident would cost about $18,000 
in lost federal and state monies. 

Furthermore, with the removal 
of the proposed question on citi- 
zenship, there is no information 
on the census that would reveal a 
resident’s immigration status. She 
requested that Franklin Park get 
the information out to members. 

Census forms are available to 
submit online, by phone or by 
mail and are available in several 
languages, including Spanish.
